The identification zone of the 
high seas surrounding Canada is 
defined geographically and, natu- 
rally,',;takes in vast areas of wide 
open space. The United States 
zone is generally defined as one 
hour's flying time from the coasts, 
which would be many hundreds of 
miles, considering .the flying 
speeds of today. 

The zones are already in exi- 
stence, and their being has never 
come to argument. S/L Murchi- 
son contends that Canada and tlie 
U. S. arc legally entitled to main- 
tain them. It is not solely an 
academic question as legal defini- 
tion should keep pace with, or 
even anticipate changing conditi- 
ons, and possession of the sky is 
a relatively new problem. 

S/L' Murchison was born in 
Summerside, P.E.I. He attended 
Acadia University and received 
his B. C. L. from the University 
of New Brunswick in 1941. Im- 
mediately after graduation he 
Joined the RCAF.
